There was a reason for this, Carpentler was expected to stall, run away,
pide-step Dempsey's rushes and do everything in his power to last the twelve
younds. When be crossed the dope and actually stood up and fought, the
erowd was with bhim. That feeling continued after the fight and Dempsey
was ignored. We trailed along with the others, but now that it iy all over
why pot hand out a little credit where credit Ia due? Dempsey won, did
everything expeeted of him, Kept the title in America and proved his superiority
as a hoxer. He stlll is the heavyweight champion of the world and ready to
meet all comers.

Dempsey certainly had his own troubles while preparing for the battle,
He was on exhibition constantly, seldom had a minute to himself and when
he was not entertaining curlous guests and newspapermen he was receiving
process servers from the Sheriff's office. He was sued for a lot of bills which
should bave been taken care of by his manager, and this did not help his
cheerful disposition. From the start he had & tough row to hoe, and it's a
wonder he ever got by with it. Even now he is pursued becauwe of a debt
to his housekeeper at the training camp. When the woman received %100
for her services Instead of the £300 agreed upon it didn't help the popularity
of the champlon, although the matter should have been adjusted by the
manager and not by the fighter.

Another thing was the daily performance at the Alrport, Admission wns
charged, the champion wasx expected to appear and he had to go through his
boxing stunts whether he liked it or not. Instead of taking things easy and
training as he thought he should train, he was forced to consider the publie
and do a lot of hippodroming. No wonder he was worried and in a terrible
siate as the big battle approached.

Taking all of these things into consideration, it can easxily be seen that
the champion deserves a little credit for his work In Jersey City on July 2.
As was said before, he did all that was expected of him and certainly gave the
tigh-priced audience a run for its money.
